EXPORT  SALES  AS  REPORTED  AND  COMPILED  WITH  OTHER  DATA  GIVE  A  SNAPSHOT  VIEW  OF  THE 
CURRENT  CONTRACTING  SCENE.  AT  ANY  GIVEN  TIME  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  A  MARKETING  YEAR/' 
OUTSTANDING  SALES  DO  NOT  BEAR  A  CONSISTENT  RELATIONSHIP  TO  EVENTUAL  EXPORT 
SHIPMENTS.  A  MEANINGFUL  EXPORT  PROJECTION  IS  NOT  OBTAINABLE  BY  THE  SIMPLE  DEVICE 
OF  ADDING  OUTSTANDING  SALES  TO  EXPORTS  TO  DATE.  THE  LATTER  DATA/  ALONE/  MAY 
PROVIDE  A  MORE  RELIABLE  MEASURE  OF  CURRENT  EXPORT  ACTIVITY  THAN  MAY  BE  DERIVED  FROM

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U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights 


This  summary  is  Dased  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  March  5-11,  1982. 

Wheat :  Market  activity  was  steady  at  695,100  metric  tons  (MT) — a  10  percent  increase  above 
last  week's  level.  Brazil  was  the  week's  major  buyer,  adding  228,300  MT  to  its  purchases  of 
hard  red  winter  for  the  current  marketing  year  (MY),  as  well  as  posting  initial  purchases  of 
96,000  MT  for  the  next  MY.  Other  current  MY  buyers  included  Morocco,  increasing  purchases  of 
soft  red  winter  by  139,600  MT,  and  Nigeria — with  100,100  MT — principally  hard  red  winter. 

Soft  red  winter  sales  of  100,000  MT  for  China  and  120,000  for  unknown  destinations  were 
switched  from  the  current  to  the  next  MY.  Exports  of  929,700  MT  dropped  sharply  from  last 
week's  record  level.  The  principal  destinations  were  the  USSR  (183,800  MT),  Brazil 
(125,600  MT),  and  China  (109,000  MT). 

Corn:  An  extremely  active  market  resulted  in  a  sales  increase  of  2,397,400  MT — setting  a  new 
high  for  the  MY,  exceeding  the  previous  record  by  more  than  50  percent.  Major  buyers  were 
the  USSR  (579,600  MT)  and  Japan  (574,100  MT).  Sales  to  unknown  destinations  increased  by 

311.400  MT  while  Spain  added  267,300  MT.  Exports  slightly  exceeded  last  week's  rapid 
pace — reaching  1,146,400  MT.  The  principal  destinations  were  the  USSR  (160,500  MT),  Japan 
(128,500  MT),  the  German  Democratic  Repuolic  (125,400  MT),  China  (96,300  MT),  and  Spain 
(93,100  MT). 

Sorghum:  Continued  buyer  interest  resulted  in  a  sales  increase  of  171,600  MT — 12  percent 
above  last  week's  level.  Sales  to  unknown  destinations  increased  by  101,100  MT  while  Japan 
(37,100  MT)  and  Israel  (30,500  MT)  added  to  earlier  purchases.  Exports  were  227,500  MT — the 
second  highest  level  for  the  MY  to  date.  Shipments  went  mainly  to  Japan  (92,000  MT)  and 
Spain  (74,300  MT). 

Soybeans:  The  net  increase  in  sales,  at  577,700  MT,  was  tBiple  last  week's  low  level  and 
37  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  The  major  increase  was  to  unknown  destinations 
(141,200  MT),  followed  by  Japan  (85,800  MT),  the  Netherlands  (81,800  MT),  Spain  (55,100  MT), 
and  the  United  Kingdom  (53,700  MT).  The  export  pace,  at  430,700  MT,  fell  35  percent  below 
both  the  4-week  average  and  the  previous  week.  Major  destinations  were  the  Netherlands 
(153,500  MT),  Taiwan  (54,700  MT),  West  Germany  (52,800  MT)  and  the  USSR  (50,60U  MT). 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal:  Continued  good  sales  activity  of  227,300  MT,  was  27  percent  above  the 
4-week  average  and  equaled  last  week's  sales.  The  most  significant  increases  were  to  the 
Netherlands  (87,200  MT),  West  Germany  (58,100  MT),  and  the  German  Democratic  Republic 
(43,000  MT).  Exports  of  173,800  MT  were  19  percent  ahead  of  last  week,  but  13  percent  below 
the  4-week  average.  The  primary  destinations  were  West  Germany  (77,400  MT),  the  Netherlands 
(52,600  MT),  and  Indonesia  (20,700  MT). 

Soybean  Oil:  Sales,  at  19,000  MT,  continued  at  the  good  level  of  the  past  3  weeks  and  were 
primarily  the  result  of  increases  of  7,000  MT  to  unknown  destinations,  4,000  MT  to  Ecuador, 
3,600  MT  to  Peru  and  2,300  MT  to  Australia.  Exports  were  2,100  MT,  with  2,000  MT  going  to 
Colombia. 

Cotton:  The  net  change  in  sales  for  the  1981/82  MY  of  34,300  running  bales  (RB)  included 
reporting  adjustments  of  27,000  RB  which  were  transferred  to  the  1982/83  MY.  New  sales  for 
delivery  before  July  31,  1982,  totaled  64,900  RB,  with  Canada  accounting  for  21,800  RB;  South 
Korea,  7,900  RB;  Japan,  7,100  RB;  and  Indonesia,  6,100  RB.  The  export  pace  continued  good  at 
201,300  RB.  Asian  destinations  represented  86  percent  of  exports  and  European  destinations 
represented  11  percent. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  market  was  steady,  producing  a  net  increase  in  sales  of 

374.400  pieces.  Sales  of  whole  cattle  hides  totaled  317,000  pieces,  with  South  Korea 
(97,000  pieces),  Japan  (76,000  pieces),  Taiwan  (48,200  pieces)  and  Mexico  (35,900  pieces)  the 
major  buyers.  The  export  pace  accelerated  to  502,200  pieces,  of  which  whole  cattle  hides 
were  456,200  pieces.  Principal  whole  cattle  hides  recipients  were  Japan  (144,000  pieces)  and 
South  Korea  (132,600  pieces).
